On November 29, 1963, a confidential source abroad 
furnished the following general information concerning the 
current situation in Cuba, which information he saidjjjadr been 
received from a foreign diplomat stationed in Cuba. 

FIDEL CASTRO is making a great effort to strengthen 
relations with Western diplomats. He has recently called on 
the British Ambassador in Havana and invited himself to a 
lunch which the French Ambassador was giving in the French 
Embassy in Havana. On November 17, 1963, while the Italian 
Ambassador was at Varadero Beach in Cuba, CASTRO, who was 
also in Varadero , summoned the I taliam# Ambassador and 
conversed with him at same length. 


CASTRO claims that a deal has been closed under 
which Spain will buy 100,000 tons of sugar annually from Cuba 
for a period of three consecutive years. CASTRO is also 
reported to have stated that a Cuban mission is being sent to 
France and Great Britain via Prague, Czechoslovakia, to 
purchase bulldozers to be utilized in repairing hurricane 
damage. CASTRO is interested in a possible barter deal with 
Italy inv^ly^iig the exchange of Cuban sugar for Italian 
products . 


The French Ambassador has been instructed not to 
make any commitments, but it appears that France is ready to 
forgive the credi t^frozen by the CASTRO government and 
someone close to I^MlHl^^appa^entfy wants to reestablish 
commercial relations with Cuba.

There is a mounting feeling in Cuba that CASTRO is 
tired of the Soviets and that the Soviets are even more tired 
of him. CASTRO desperately needs machinery, but the Soviet 
Union and the satellite countries either cannot or will not 
help him in this connection. Despite the fact that CASTRO 
returned from his trip to Moscow singing the praises of the 
Soviets, the letter have insisted on Soviet control of aid 
furnished to Cuba and CASTRO has refused to agree to such 
control. As a r^etrlf ~T?aliit ions with the Soviets are not good. 


The refusal of CASTRO to adhere to the nuclear 
treaty was not done so much to increase his bargaining power 
with the Soviets as it was a desire on his part to underline 
his independence of Russia and world Communism. It was the 
opinion of the foreign diplomat that either CASTRO delivers 


himself to Russia or he is lost. While it is incredible that 
the Soviets tolerate the infantile actions of CASTRO, there 
is no doubt that his survival is in their hands and they 
cannot afford to let him down sino£ Jjb ^s recognized throughout 
Latin America as a Soviet puppet. 



The recently announced draft of all men between 17 
and 45 years of age has a double purpose, one being to have a 
strong control over all men in these age limits and the other 
to have a cheap source of forced labor , it being noted that 
the recruits will be paid salaries of 7.00 pesos per month, /w 




CASTRO blames the hurricane for all Cuba’s troubles, 
but no one believes him. The hurricane was a terrible blow 
to CASTRO in that many people are starving and CASTRO’s 
refusal to accept a U. S. offer of food and medicine is known 
to the people and is held against him. VMi) 

As one indirect result of the hurricane , the foreign 
diplomat believes there will be a great reduction in the 
outflow of CASTRO arms to other Latin countries. Large 
quantities of these arms were stored in caves which were 
inundated during the hurricane , and extensive damage .was done 
to the arms by the water in the storage caves,

The Coben Situation 

The Caban note sent during the international crisis express* 
the determination of the Cuban government to prevent any type of inter- 
national inspection of Cuban territory* The visits of Mikoyan and 
Kutnc^iaar to Havana signified the Russian intentions of keeping their 
Caribbean ally in line and, although they did not succeed in their immedite 
objective, nevertheless prepared Castro' s visit to the Soviet Union. 

Castro succeeded in effecting an increase of the sugar price^J&fitted to 
the reduction of the Cuban debt to Bubsia. 

During the first part of this spring the Cuban government 
intended to establish contact with the embassies of the West. Castro's 
attacks against the U. S. A. became less violent. Then the tension 
increased again. Cuba refused to sign the Pact of Moscow and renewed 
attacks against America, alleging infiltration and sabotage by U. S. 
intelligence agencies. 


The hurricane "Flora" did enormous damage to Cuba. 
This caused the Cuban regime to concentrate all of its forces upon 
agriculture. 



In the political sphere the tendency has been noted to 
ve’ the key positions to young elements from the revolutionary ranks who 
ve accepted the Marxist ideology. 

It is difficult to evaluate the feelings of the Cuban people 
vard the Castro regime. The cities are easily controlled by the

An anonymous male individual called on two occasionsat2s3p a.m. 
and 2:40 a.m., 1-15-64, and informed Night Supervisor b?C 
Domestic Intelligence Division, that the U.S. government must watch all 
shipping into Cuba.

The Cuban Situation 
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The Cuban note sent during the international crisis expressed 
the determination of the Cuban government to prevent any type of inter- 
national inspection of Cuban territory* The visits of Mikoyan and 
Kutnetso? to Havana signified the Russian intentions of keeping their 
Caribbean ally in line and, although they did not succeed in their immediate 
objective, nevertheless prepared Castro' s visit to the Sovietj.JJij£pn. 

Castro succeeded in effecting an increase of the sugar price/appned to 
the reduction of the Cuban debt to Russia. 

During the first part of this spring the Cuban government 
intended to establish contact with the embassies of the West. Castro' s 
attacks against the U. S. A. became less violent. Then the tension 
increased again. Cuba refused to sign the Pact of Moscow and renewed 
attacks against America, alleging infiltration and sabotage by U. S. 
intelligence agencies. 

The hurricane "Flora" did enormous damage to Cuba. 

This caused the Cuban regime to concentrate all of its forces upon 
agriculture. 

In the political sphere the tendency has been noted to 
give the key positions to young elements from the revolutionary ranks who 
have accepted the Marxist ideology. 

It is difficult to evaluate the feelings of the Cuban people 
toward the Castro regime. The cities are easily controlled by the 
government. The counterrevolutionary elements are liquidated. The 
workers' class which enjoyecL a privileged status in Cuba before the 
revolution, is dissatisfied with the present situation, but, in general, 
its resistance is passive. 


The most recent rumor, which has produced considerable excite- 
ment among the sales consists of a declaration of the former President of 
Cuba, Carlos Prio Socarras, in which he stated that the U. S. and the 
U. S. S. R. have made an agreement in order to establish a "neutralist- 
communist" regime in Cuba, eliminating at first Castro by a false rebellion. 
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In this note, which runs one and one-half to two pages, 
the Cuban Government makes claim that the vessels were Just fishing

At that time, the 
body was at the Monroe County General Hospital, Key West, 
Florida. 

Later in the day, on March 21, 1964, Mr. PI1DER 
advised he had examined the body of JOSE ARCADIO GARCIA 
at about 3:00 PM on Marc^20^196<^^He confirmed the 
information furnished byjmHIH^that at the time he 
examined the body, rigor mortis had not yet set in, and the 
body was still warm* He estimated that death had occurred 
about one hour prior to die time of the examination, or about 
2:00 PM. He described the wounds in the body as follows: 

One bullet entered the right hand, between 
the second and third fingers, and exited 
between the index finger and thumb. There were 
considerable powder burns on the hand. There 
were two or three bullet wounds in the right 
shoulder, which exited from the chest.

"Batistan" Esteban Ventura Novo that the revolutionaries were 
jesting at Humboldt #7, end in the ensuing raid the above 
four young revolutionaries were killed. 

One of the most important witnesses for the proser 
cufcion w^e-MHHB«ho told the court about the low 
•oral character of the defendant and agreed with other wit- 
nesses that the defendant had long been suspected of being 
the informer.
